| Thought of it fills our Souls with Horror at the 
extrems Wickedneſs of the Deſign ; and with the utmoſt Deteſtation of all 
thoſe Deſperate Men, who could engage in the Subverſion of Your Majeſty's 
Government; and, by that, in the utter and unavoidable Ruin of the Reli- 
gion, and Liberties; of their Native Country. | 
We Congratulate Your Majeſty upon the Diſcoveries already made of this 
barbatous Undertaking : And we Earneſtly beſeech God ſo to direct Your 
Counſells, that theſe Depths of Satan, this Myſtery of Injquity, and all the 
Springs of it, may be traced and clearly laid open; And that You may be 
able not only to work our Deliverance at this Time, but, by rooting out 
the Seeds of Diſloyalty and Rebellion, to Secure and Convey our Happy 
Eſtabliſhment to all future Generations. _ 
Agreeable to theſe Profeſſions, and Prayers, ſhall be our Practice, and 
Behaviour, ih our ſeveral Stations. The more Induſtrious we ſee Your 
Enemies in ſowing Sedition, and labouring to Undermine and Deſtroy our 
Proteſtant Settlement in Your Royal Family; the more Diligent will we be 
in Inſtilling into the Minds of Your People the Principles of Fidelity, and 
Loyalty, to Your Majeſty's Perſon, and Government. Not will we be the 
Teachers only, but the Examples, of Both; ina juſt Senſe of our Duty to 
God, who has appointed us the Preachers of Obedience to Governors for 
Conſcience ſake ; of Gratitude to Your Majeſty, under whoſe Auſpicious 
Reign we Enjoy ſo many and great 2 and of the Obligations of our

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own Oaths, by which we have Abjured the Pretender to Your Crown, and 
ſolemnly Bound our ſelves, before God and the World, to Defend Your 
Majeſty to the Utmoſt of our Power, againſt all Traiterous Contpiracies and 
Attempts; and to Secure the Crown of theſe Realms to Your Majeſty and 
Your Heirs : And we are ſenſible that we ſhould be the moſt abandon'd 
of all Mankind, if we, whoſe Duty it is to inculcate into others a Religi- 
ous Regard to Their Oaths, ſhould not take the utmoſt Care, that all our 
Words, and Actions, be ſtrictly Conformable to our OWn. 

The Concern for our Civil Liberties, and Legal Rights, which Expe- 
rience has taught us to be Precarious under a Popiſh Prince, is common to 
Us with the reſt of our Fellow - Subjects: But as Religion is our more imme- 
diate Cate, under Your Majeſty, our Supreme Governor and moſt Gra- 
cious Protector; we Dread to think, how ſoon the whole Work of the 
Reformation would be deſtroyed, and Popery become the Religion, not 
of theſe Kingdoms only, but of all Europe, if it ſhould pleaſe God 
for our Sins to give Succeſs to theſe Deſperate Attempts : Being fully con- 
vinced that a greater Deluſion cannot poſſeſs the Hearts of Men, than to 
hope for any thing but utter Deſtru&ion to a Proteſtant Church, under 
a Popiſh Prince, who muſt think himſelf obliged in Conſcience to De- 
ſtroy it. | | 

As the preſent Happy Settlement cf the Crown is our only Security, 
under God, againſt theſe terrible Calamities to Church, and State; May 
He evermore protect Your Sacred Perſon, and thoſe of Your Royal Family, 
againſt all the Deſigns and Conſpiracies of Wicked Men: May Your Go-
